Next. -nonth he will clasp hands with Presi- 
dent Taft across the international bouidary and 
the heads of the “sister republics” will exchange 
congratulations on the peace and progress of the 
two nations. 

Mexico has been growing in the esteem of 
the United States as well as in other ways’ for 
more than thirty years. American capital and 
energy have been expended freely in the. exploi- 
tation of her vast resources and Americans have 
taken a keen interest’ in a country of tremendous 
possibilities, not more because of those possibili- 
ties than because it boasted a similar democratic 
government and acknowledged the same ideals. of 
freedom, The lengthy tenure of Diaz has: never 


| aroused susp.cion of encroachments on freedom. 


His long term has been the: mark of progress 
from penury to prosperity and, therefore, the 
necessary reward of pioneer effort and success, 
If there has been hint of tyranny or typical 
Latin-American dictatorship, the reply has come 
speedily that, at the worst, he is a benevolent 
tyrant working indefatigably for the good of his 
people. 

A directly opposite view of Mexican government 
is bound to cause surprise. But John Kenneth 
Turner, in the American Magazine, declares, after 
18 months of investigation and patient study, that 
Mexico is not a republic at all, its people have 
no political freedom, no free speech or free bal- 
lot and a free press is unknown; not only is con- 
stitutional liberty a farce, but there are no guar- 
anteeg of life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness whatever. As a capstone to the pyramid of 
facts, charges and allegations, he adds that in 
Yucatan chattel slavery flourishes and men, wom- 
en and children are sold like beasts. The Gov- 
ernment knows and permits the condition and 
abets it by selling captive Yaqui Indians to work: 
on the great henequen plantations of Yucatan. 

Mr. Turner’s calm recital of facts establishes a 
prima facie case so convincing that it is only a 
step to the conclusion that our views of Mexico 
are not only wholly mistaken, but the intended 
product of a well-developed and: far-reaching sys- 
tem of deceptive publicity. Instead of standing 
as an example of the influence of free institutions 
to advance civilization, trade and prosperity, 
Mexico becomes, under his description, a highly 
organized military dictatorship, based on greed, 
thriving on graft and enriching the favored few 
at the cost of the freedom of the many. 

With Diaz nearing the end of his power a sec- 
ondary conclusion is that, at his demise, there 
will be a fight over the division of the spoils; 
Mexico will be racked by revolution and so un- 
settled that the United States will have to inter- 
yene in the interests of humanity and civilization. 

The outcome of the publication of the Turner 
articles will be awaited with interest. Mexico, 
Turner charges, has heretofore bought silence in 
some instances and exerted all the influence it 
could on a friendly nation to suppress others. The 
Diaz Government, will undoubtedly attempt some 
explanation of the slavery charge, at least.

‘Replying to inquiries ‘sent to the 


Post-Dispatch in régard to the reasons |, 


for rejecting higher bids for more than 
half the recent $4,700,000 issue of munici- 
pal bonds, and accepting lower bids for 
the whole issue, Comptroller Taussiq 
said Thursday that such action was nec- 
essary to obtain the highest price for 
the bonds and at the same time keep 
faith with the bidders. 

“It is true,” he said, “that there were 
bids for more than hatf the bonds which 
were higher than the premium of $9.51 
» per $1000 bond for the whole issue, which 
Was accepted, but if we had accepted 
these higher Sids and then let the re- 
mainder of the issue go to the others 
who bid for only a part of the bonds, 
the average for the entire issue would 
have been lower than that actually ob- 
tained.”’ 

He was asked if the city had not re- 
served the right to reject any and all 
bids and if that reservation did not give 
the city the right to accept the high 
bids for more than half the bonds, reject 
all other bids and then call for new bids 
on the balance. He was asked also if 
the sale of more than half the bonds at 
a higher figure than was actually ob- 
tained would not have created a market 
value and assured the city that the re- 
mainder would bring at least as much 
@s the entire issue actually sold for. 
He replied: 

"We had no assurance that there 
Would have been any bids at all for 
the remainder of the bonds, or. if any, 
at what figure they would be. The sale 
ef the bonds did not create a market 
Value for them and we could not have 
kept faith with those who had bid by 
Going otherwise than was done. Any 
broker will agree with me there, I’m 
Sure.”’

“The total premiums realized on the 
amount of bonds bid for in the second 
‘able would have been $31,020.62,’ said 
the man who prepared the tablo, “but 
the amount realized in premiums on the 
sale of that amount of bonds at the 
orice. received by the. city actually was 


$24,012.70, thus the city lost the differ- 


ence—$7007.92. 

“I want to know when the advertise- 
tnent for bids specified that the city re- 
served the right to reject ‘any and all 
bids,’" why the bids in the last table 
were not accepted. The average pre- 
mium on each $1000 bond sold would 
have been $12.28, whereas they were 
sold for a premium of $9.61. 

“This sale of $2,525,000 of the bonds at 
an average premium of $12.25 wou'ld 
have fixed that as a market price. Cer- 
tainly it ts reasonable to assume that, 
with that market price fixed, the men 
who bid $9.61 would have been glad to 
have had the remainder of the issue at 
that figure, if new bids had been calleu 
for on the $2,175,000 worth left. 

“Or, it is reasonable to assume, the 


'men who bid more than $12.28 for bonds 


would have been glad to bid for more 
at less than their original bid, so that 
the city would have sold none of the 
bonds fcr less than $9.51, and probably 
all of them for much more.’’

“TAIL LIKELY SHORTER 


Frequently These Satellites 
Bump Into Planets and 
Are Smashed. 


eCAMBRIDGE, Mass. Sept. %.— 
Wherever astronomers live on this plan- 
et, telescopes are now pointed each 
might toward that section of space from 
Which Halley’s comet ordinarily shoots 


into the limelight of the sun’s rgys, to 
mystify the savant and to frighfen the 
Bavacge. 

“Even the proximity of Mars with the 
ailurement of Lowell's ditches, is not 
mble to detract from the scientific in- 
terest in the arrival of the eccentric sat- 
@ilite, which was reported last week. 
Just when the bewhiskered, or rather 
betailed “gent’’ from the regions be- 
yond Neptune will flash his searchlight, 
' g@nd start down the home stretch is now 
no problem. 

History recalls, according to the Har- 
yard astronomers, that one famous 
eomet with an ironclad orbit once fell 
down on its schedule. When it put in 
a belated appearance it was in two 
pieces, and it was all broken to bDits. 
Since then, this particular comet. has 
disappeared. Possibly the atmosphere 
of the earth has absorbed a considerable 
share of it. 


Inbound for 38S Years. 
But the chances that anything like 


this had happened to Halley’s comet 
Were dispelled last week. According 
2 igs time table of the scientists it 

been on the inbound track for a 
Small matter of 38 years. The iast time 
it appeared in this part of the solar 
System was in 1835. At that time It 
was a sight to behold. It covered a big 
streak of sky, and at night was no poor 
rival of the milky way. After rounding 
the sun with a flirt, it started tail first 
for the dark regions and before it 
stopped its outward journey it trailed 
through space almost three billion miles 
. distant. 

Halley’s comet has been known ‘and 
feared for some ages, but it was not 
Named until Halley, who was royal as- 
tronomer of England in 1682, witnessed 
one of its visits and watching’ its 
course, calculated its orbit. After that 
it was comparatively easy to rake up 
_ the comet's past. 

Its first recorded appearance is 11 ‘B. 
C. In 1066 it foretold the conquest of 
England by William the Norman, in 
1223 it foretold the death of Philip Au- 
gustus of France, so says superstition. 
In 1456, just after the fall of Constanti- 
nople, this sentence was added to the 
Ave Maria, “Lord save us from the 
Devil, the Turk and the Comet.” 

Reappearance Is Predicted. 

Rut Halley wasn’t satisfied with being 
a historian. He tried a little prophecy 
and his prediction was that the comet 
would come back in 1758, that is, in 76 
years. 

It arrived on Christmas night of the 
year named and remained in view for 
Several months. For a time its tail 
reached more than half the distance 
frum the horizon to ye zenith. That 
Was its best effort so far as its append- 
age is concerned. The last time it hove 
in sight the tail wasn't quite so healthy. 
The sky sharks say-it has used up a 
lot of the streamer in switching around] 
the sun and will never again be as bril- 
Pant. 

As near as the astronomers can figure 
‘Mt out, the common variety of comet ft 
much like the human being who make 
® great splurge and delights in basking 
in the limelight. It is perfectly harm- 
‘tess, Sometimes it distends to enor- 
mous dimensions from heat, and -be- 
Cause there is nothing much to hinder it 
from bloating. Bu’ it carries no weight 
to Speak of. 

Jusiter a Comet Catcher. 

The best proof of this is that no 
known comet has ever noticeably af- 
fected the orbit of even so small a Body 
az the earth. On the other hand, Jupi- 
ter has no more trouble in catching an. 
extra comet now and then, if one hap- 
pens in the way, than « skilled fisher- 
mat has in landins a shiner. Astrono- 
mers look upun Jup'ter as a prize comet 
‘catcher, A little less than balf a cen- 
tury back the earth butted through the 
tal: of a comet and few feople Knew 
about it until it was al) over. 


Today most astronomers that the 
comet heads are made up of meteoric 
particles, but whether these particles 
@re the. size of young mountains or 
whether they are not tigger than peb- 
_dies is still under dispute. The tails 
“are held to be masses of rarified gas— 
as that would delight pa amaze the 
heart of a Zeppelin.

HALLEY’S COMET 1S SORT OF 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 256.—The 
cab.legram received at Harvard Obser- 
vatory from Prof. Wolff of Heidelberg 
announcing that the Halley comet had 
been seen and photographed by him, 
gave great pleasure.

It 
is, you know, located in close proximity 
to the constellations of Gamini and 
Gomma. | 

‘It was the first periodic comet whose 
return was predicted. Its discoverer 
bared his deducation on the fact that 
its orbit was found in °1628 to be nearly 
identical with the comets of 1607 and 
1531. and that he also found records of 
the appearance of a great comet in 1456, 
130!, 1145 and 1066. From these facts he 
drew his conclusions on the time that 
should elapse between its visible visi- 
tations. ; 

“Tie noticed, however, that the inter- 
vels in certain years differed somewhat, 
but wisely saw that the differénces were 
n® way greater than could be accounted 
for by.the attraction of Jupiter and Sa- 
turn. 

“At its return in 1835, it did not appear 
as an extremely bright comet, but was 
eceasionally conspicuous with a tail of 
the first type. 

“The most remarkable of its appear- 
ances were in 1066 and 1456. The comet 
of 1066 figures in the Bayeux Tapestry 
as a propitious omen for William the 
Conqueror. 

“In 1456 Calixtus III proscribed belief 
in the comet during the threatened in- 
vasion of the Turks in Europe, and ‘is- 
sued a bull.’”

PARIS, Sept. 25.—In a few years cop- 
rer money will no longer weigh down 
one’s pockets in this country. As it is 
no more tronze money is now coined, 
and the shortage is being felt. Alumi- 
num will be substituted, and it is hoped 
that the new coinage will have been 
begun by the end of the year. 

The metal, or, rather, an alloy of it, 
will be used only for small pieces.

“We have had one or two girls to 
help work,” Mr. Longley said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘but they wouldn’t 
stay. It is hard to get help for hire. 
They must be of the community spirit, 
or they shift arofind.” 

Mrs. Longley, occupies the upstairs 
room for sleeping quarters. There are 
chickens also at the community home 
in town. The younger ones chirp and 
“peep” in Mrs. Koch’s room, keeping her 
company. There is an incubator in the 
printing office, and when the founder 
of the community gets things in work- 
ing order he intends to build a parti- 
tion so that one corner of the room 
will be reserved to the chickens. There 
is also a fruit canning apparatus of 
large capacity, now idle, awaiting the 
coming of community members to oper- 
ate it as a part of the enterprise. Mr. 
Longley is his own compositor and. 
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The last of the Icarians, who was one 
ef the first of the Fourierists, has set- 
tled down definitely at Sulphur Springs, 
Mo., 22 miles south of the St. Louis 
Union Station, to spend the remaining 
23 years of his life in building up the 
Altruist Community. | 

Alcander Longley, 77 .years old, who 
Says he is going to live to be 100, is the 
Ultimate optimist. For 64 years he has 
been a communist, trying to convert the 
world to his theory of social economy 
At six months past 77 he has established 
a “cummunity” of himself and one-an 
elderly woman stricken with paralysis 
and rheumatism, bedridden but enthusi- 
astic., . . 

Mr. Longley still is thoroughly _hope- 
ful of creating a community at Sulphur 
Springs that will mature itself, offshoot, 
take root here and there and yonder, 
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and ultimately make the whole United 
‘States communistic—and then the world. 
Within a month he has given up all 
ertraneous efforts and removed from St.

That is Alcander Longley’s dream at 
Sulphur Springs, where he feeds chick- 
ens and hoes. turnips for his ‘‘com- 
munity.” 

And if ever a man believed in his 
dream, Alcander Longley believes in his. 

This old»man, who talks with all the 
Cre and fervor of youth, has. outlived 
a soore of notable communistic experi- 
ments in the United States, which have 
gone the way of all impracticalities in 
a world of p~saic realities; he has 
Seen them burgeon and fade; he has 
known their promoters or adherents to 
turn back into ‘the individualistic strug- 
gie, go to Congress or the penitentiary, 
die or take to drink; and yet he re- 
mains steadfast to the principles incul- 
cated in him b. his father, who was a 
follower of Charles Fourier of France, 
and who placed him, at the age of 13, 
in the commun‘ty known as the North 
~American Phalanx, in Monmouth Coun. 
ty, N. J., established by A.bert Bris- 
bane, who introduced Fourierism into 
America.

has been spent either in “communi- 
ties” or-in efforts to establish them.

The reporter met Mr. Longley, on a 
rainy afternoon, trudging home from 
the community farm, where he had been 
to feed his chickens. He carried the 
empty feed basket.on his arm and 
plowed through the mud cheerfully. He 
said the chickens were doing finely. 

“You must not think,” he said, ‘that 
this little farm is to be the community 
home. I bought that myself, as a nu- 
cleus, and threw it Into the community. 
The home is-to be in Sulphur Springs, 
where we hope to build factories and 
operate them on the communistic plan. 
This is a beautiful site. Just look up 
and down the river. That is a fine 
view on a clear day. ‘When our com- 
munity is increased to a sufficient mem- 
bership we shall have all the comforts 
of home, with.music halls and other 
luxuries to be used in common. This 
is just our beginning.” 

Must Give Up All. 

The plan of the Altruist Community 
is for all members to surrender to the 
community, upon joining, all their prop- 
erty, which they are to share in common 
with all other members, and if a mem- 
ber quits the community for any reason 
he is not to receive back any of his 
property. While a’ member he is to 
work according to his ability. “From 
@ach according to his ability, to each 
according to his wants,”’ is the idea of 
the community. 

‘We have had two or three young 
men join us,” said Mr. Longley, “but 
they left after two or three days. They 
were dissatisfied when they found. how 
little we had to start upon, but they 
worked while here. It was their own 
fault that they did not remain, for they 
were not willing to co-operate and take 
chances in common.”’ 

Alcander Longley knew Horace Gree- 
ley, who in his early life was a mem- 
ber of Brook Farm in Massachusetts, 
the most notable of the 34 phalanxes of 
Fourierism in America. He knew, also, 
at the North American Phalanx in 
New Jersey, Albert Brisbane, with whom 
in his boyhood he was assuciated. 


Communists Disband. 
Alcander became a member of the 


Icarian Community in Western Iowa, a 
communistic s.ciety established inere by 
a few enthusiasts from the largér or- 
ganization at Nauvoo, Hll., the old Mor- 
mon town. The Icarians got intu finan- 
‘cial difficulties in 1860 and gave up the 


Iowa kept the community going with 
more or less prosperity for 20 years. In 
1895 the society finally disbanded. 
Alcander Longley did not remain long 
with the Icarians. He came to St. Louis 
to originate communities and spread the 
doctrine of common property life. He 
formed communities from time to time 
in Jasper and Douglas counties, Mis- 
souri, but gradually they disintegrated.

Superintendent Kirchner and 
Predecessor Favor Establish- 
ment of “Silence Zone.” 








AID TO TREATMENT | 


Doctors Declare Additional 
Grounds Would Be of Ben- 
efit to Convalescents. 


The plan suggested recently by Dr. 
George Homan in an interview published 
in the Post-Dispatch for building a park 
and creating a zcne of silence around the 
City Hospital, is indorsed by Supt. 
Kirchner and former superintendents of 


much interest among St. Louis physi- 


cians and others interested In the bet- 
terment of city institutions. 

Dr. Homan’s idea is to create a zone 
of silence around the City Hospital by 
moving the Bellefontaine and Tower 
Grove car lines a block from the City 
Hospital grounds, condemning the prop. 
erty for one block back.from the institu- 
tion en the west, east and north sides. 
and laying out on the vacated ground 
a circular park. 

The plan does. not contemplate chang- 
ing the car tines on Lafayette avenue, 
south of the hospital, for the reason 
that the administration building of the 
hospital is to be situated there and will 
shield the othe> buildings from the noise. 

Kirchner Favors Park. 

This is what the present superintend- 
en‘ of the City Hospital, four of his pre- | 
decessors and Health Commissioner 
Bond think of the idea: 

Superintendent Kirchner: The elim- 
ination of noises around the City Hos- 
pital would be of invaluable aid. to the 
physicians in their work to restore the 
health of the patients. Noise is very ir- 
ritating to patients whose iliness and 
confinement frequently exhausts their 


makes them sensitive to things that 
they would not notice when in good 
health. Then the park would afford a 
breathing space for the convalescents 
and this would be of great benefit to 
the institution.

@p. He was a newspaper man in 8t. 
Louls more than thirty years ago, work- 
ing under the tate Carl Schurz on the 


Westliche Post. He also was one »f 
the original St Louis balloonists, having 
in 1878 made a balloon trip from Lin- 
Geli Park across the river into Illinois. 

He was an associate city counsellor 
fn the Ziegenhein administration and 
immortalized the chief of that adminis- 
tration by flowing verse in English and 
German. It was a matter of pride with 
hith that his muse was equally versatile 
in efther language. 

Until last fall he had a law office in 
St. Louis, but he says private practice 
Was uncongenial. At the first oppor- 
tunity—the planning of the “Diamond 
Jubilee" edition of the Westliche Post, 
he returned to his first love—journalism. 

Sues for $5000 Damages. 
It was through his connection with 
that special edition that the situation 
arose which has provoked such wide- 
spread comment. It finally brought to 
pass his suit, perhaps as unique a suit 
as ever was filed by a newspaper man. 

The sult vesks fo: damages to the 
amount of $7200. Of that sum $2200 is 
for salary, which Ungar says is due 
him under the terms of his contract. 
The other $5000 is. to be (if he’ gets it) 
salve for his wounded feeling in hav- 
ing to stand sponsor for the work of 
someone else.

the large spot will disappear from the 
sun in about four days and the smaller 
spots probably sooner. 

The observatory astronomers say it is 
supposed that the sun spots have some 
connection with the aurora display, but 
it has not been determined to what ex- 
tent. They say that while large spots 
usually appear on the sun during the 
manifestations of the aurora borealis, 
there is not necessarily an auroral dis- 
play when there are spots on the sun. 


Odd Weather in Ogden, Utah. 
OGDEN, Utah, Sept. 25.—Unusual 


meteorological conditions prevailed in 
this part of Utah today. The weather 
suddenly changed from the frost condi- 
tions of fall to that of balmy spring. 
Telegraph wires chiefs attributed the 
earth currents to the Aurora Borealis 
which is visible, illuminating the north- 
ern heavens to the zenith with streams 
of white light. 





Cincinnati Was Earth Current. 
CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 25.—Telegraph 


business in Cincinnati is seriously ham- 
pered by peculiar earth currents. The 
electric waves were felt first about 5:45 
p. m. Friday and at 9:30 a. m. today 
a maximum of 105 volts, so that they 
worked counter to the electric batteries 
of the telegraph companies. 

In the Western Union offices an ex- 
periment was conducted by shutting off 
the batteries and working a single wire 
between Cincinnati and St. Louis by the 
power of this earth electricity. The 
plan worked all right as long as the 
earth current lasted, but it was not 
feasible for general work, because the 
current was too unsteady. 


hocks Wreck Instruments. 
WASHINGTON Sept. 2%.—The sever- 


est magnetic storm recorded at the 
Cheitenham, Maryland, magnetic ob- 
servatory of the coust and geodetic sur- 
vey since the observatory was put in 
operation in April, 1891, made its appear- 
ance on that institution's delicate in- 
struments today. 

The disturbances began about 2:30 
o’ciock this morning but the very large 
disturbance did not occur until four 
hovrs later. The disturbance was so 
great as to displace the magnets beyond 
the limits of the recorda sheets and to 
upset the adjustments of the instru- 
mer.ts.

Joseph Smith and Two Wives 
on Train With Presiden- 
tial Party. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Sept. 2%.—tThe 
strain of the Pinchot-Ballinger situation 
brought out statements from President 
Taft and Gifford Pinchot, Chief For- 
ester, today. The President formally 
stated that the Ballinger letter coun- 
tained no reflection on Mr. Pinchot and 
that he (the President) hopes that Mr. 
Pinchot will continue in the Government 
service, the work that he has done 80 
well. 
Mr. Pinchot, replying, says that he 
found nothing in the letter referred to 
that offended him, that he has had no 
idea of resigning, and that he will be 
glad to continue the work in which he 
is so much interested, but along the 
lines on which he has been working. 
After the issuance of the statements, 
Secretary Ballinger was asked for a 
few words om the subject. He declined 
to discuss Mr. Pinchot, who is in an- 
other department of the Government. 
The Secretary said that he had enough 
to do running the big Interior Depart- 
ment. Mr. Pinchot is in the Agricul- 
tural Department as Chief Forester. 

Pinchot and Ballinger did not meet 
here. Personal feeling between the two 
men and Mr. Pinchot’s statement that 
he will be glad ‘to continue werk on 
his present lines leave the situation 
little less acute than before today’s de- 
velopments. 

‘Smith and Two Wives on Train. 

The Mormon Church had again entire 
control of the entertainment.

Praises Roosevelt, 
In his speech later at Liberty Park, 
President Taft told of his stand on con- 
servation, and said: 

“And it involves the extension in ev- 
ery direction of the reclamation of our 
arid lands. Now to one man more 
than any other ts the fact due that this 
issue is before the people and that they 
have become impressed with the neces- 
sity for our saving and net wasting 
the resources that God has™given us 
and that man is Theodore Roosevelt. It 
was not reserved for him to be in office 
as President in the development even 
of the first of these great works. 

“It hag often happened that one man 
soWs and another reaps, a fact I could 
not but feel when I stoag at the mouth

WANTS WABASH RAISED 


Board Will Deprecate Further 
Trackage in Forest Park 
and Depression. 


Millions of dollars and a dozen years 
will be required in abgJishing the grade 
crossings on which the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements will submit to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly expert reports in the 
course of the next month. 

In addition to its estimate of $2,140.- 
440 as the expense of eliminating impor- 
tant grade crossings in Mill Creek Val- 
ley, the Board next Friday will send 
to the Assembly additional recommend- 
ations involving an outlay equally 
large. 

The crossings on the: Oak Hi! branch 
of the Iron Mountain from Tower Grove 
to Broadway and Tesson street, ani 
along the Wabash from Sarah street 
to the western city limits, probably will 
be the subject of the Board’s next re- 
port, although {it has all but some in- 
significant details of a comprehensive 
plan for abolition. 

Apportionment Not Discussed. 

The apportionment of the cost of 
eliminating ‘grade crossings has not 
been discussed by the Board, except to 
the extent of informing the Municipal 
Assembly that in some cities the bur- 
den was borne almost wholly by the 
railroads, while in other cases the mu- 
nicipalities shared the expense. 

What St. Louis will do in this con- 
nection undoubtedly will be left to the 
Municipal Assembly, although the low 
ering of streets in some sections—as 
for instance along the Oak ‘Hill brarfen 
of the Iron Mountain—seemingly will 
make the citv and not the railroads 
Hable for damages to abutting property. 

If the city enters into an agreement 
with the railroads to assume some of 
the financial responsibility for separat- 
ing grades, the work will either have 
to wait for the accumulation of revenues 
or else some provision must be made 
through a sale of bonds. 

Work Would Be Slow. 


. As the realization of the Board’s plans 


will be rather slow, because of the ne- 
cessity of operating the railroads while 
their grades are undergoing changes, 
the city is quite likely to have the funds 
as they are needed. 
Whether or not the Board's néxt re- 
and

Good Roads Meeting Marked by 
Absence of Objection to Road 
Damage by Motor Cars. 








One of the noteworthy features of jast 
week's National Good Roads Conven- 
tion in Cleveland was the universal ac- 
ceptance of the fact thet the problem 
thrust upon roadmakers by the incpeas- 
ing use of the automobile must be met 
in the most practical and scientifie man- 
ner. The complaints, once so loud 
against road destruction by motor cars 
are no longer’ imporiant. 

Instead of endeavoring eliminate 
the automobile from the roads the solu- 
tion of the difficulty is now clearly 
turning to road improvements and the 
use of better material in construction. 
The United States Office of Public 
Roads has performed a valuable service 
in this respect in its recent road tests 
in eo-operation with the American Au- 
temobile Association. 

This governmental interest is atin 
further illustrated by the recent action 
ef the engineering department of Cor- 
nell University, which has arranged 
with the United States Office of Public 
Roads to conduct a series of compara- 
tive tests of road-building materials. A 
read consisting of a number of differ- 
ent materials will be built, the road to 
be utilized for this purpose being a con- 
tinuation of the State road at East Ith- 
aca, N. ¥. * 

It will be constructed in sections of 
brick, concrete and bituminous macad- 
am of different kinds, Nearly a dozen 
manufacturers of bituminous macadam 
have decided to co-operate with the uni- 
versity authorities in this work. The 
road will be inspected by engineers 
well versed in road building and the re- 
sult of the tests when published will 
undoubtedly be of great value toward 
determining the most efficient methods 
for road construction.

Albert von Bergmann of Berlin, one of the best students of lazy buys 
on the other side of the water, has had them under the microscope---- 
literally. He has examined their hands, feet, eyes, ears, stomachs and 
lungs. This is what he says: 

_ “No one ig born naturally lazy. One born indolent and inactive is 
already ciseased by some’ other cause than laziness. The chronically 
lazy boy is at the start as healthy as the average child, but, as he con- 

es to refuse to do his work in school, his duties at home, his labor 

in shop and field, a great physical change takes place in him. He physi-

WO essential expenses are accepted as marking the difference in 
the cost of living in a small town and a large city. They are house 
rents and retail prices. These are “fixed charges” which must 

be’ met, and they are particularly burdensome in the limitations they im. 

pose on a workingman. 

It is rather surprising to learn from a digest issued by the Depa;t- 
ment of Labor, Washington, of a report.by the British Board of Trade, that 
there is really little difference in these costs in the cities of Germany and 
Kngland, if Berlin and London are excluded from the comparison. Rents 
are found to vary most, while the cost of living in the smaller cities is 
practically the same as in the larger. 

Investigations by the British Board of Trade are now being extended 
to the United States and other countries and the final results will be pubd- 
lished by the British Parliament. This will give an opportunity to com- 
pare conditions bearing on this subject throughont the world.

THOMAS BALDWIN understands. the future of travel in 
A the air, the difficulty will not be mechanical. “There are plenty 

of mechanics who can build airships that: can fly,” he writes. 
“The great trouble is that there are few men who have the gymnastic gift 
to fly, for flight until it is completely mastered is a terrific stru gle with 
hoth mental and physical gravity, or habits that gravity has imposed.on the 
mind on the earth plane.” 

He thinks that most of the accidents of late years are due to lack of 
what he calls the gymnastic gift rather than tothe fault of the machince 
itedlf.

If this is true, it can still be changed by training in most people. 
Some few, with heads otherwise steady, lose the sense of direction and 
balance at any considerable hetght above the ground and cannot chang® 
this at all by training. Low-flying birds taken up in balloons much above 
their usual level of flight, become confused in much the same way. They 
are also frightened because, when dropped from balloons~at great heights, 
the air is so thin that their wings will not support them in it with the 
rame effort as usual, _ 

Experiments with pigeons dropred from balloons may show that the 
range of safe and easy aeroplane flight and of flight for all machines with- 
out gas, must be comparatively low.

Chloroforming Plants To Keep 
Them Awake

Coupin in La Nature (Paris). The potted plants chloroformed 
were kept surrounded by the vapor of ¢hloroform or ether for 
from 24 to 48 hours. Instead, of killing tham or “putting them. to sleep,” 
it awakened them and started them into more active growth. . 
After blooming and seeding, plants have a rest season which may be 
called their sleep. In some way, the chloroform bath which would have 
killed animals, set dormant (sleeping) plants to work again. It is found 
also by these experiments that plunging a dormant plant into warm wa: 
ter will awaken it and start it to growing. This is said to be very im- 
portant to gardeners and florists, as a new way of forcing flowers for the 
martet. A bath cf warm steam is said to give the same result but not so 
reliably for bloom. 

Fine flowers may beforced in this way. but unless any plant is al- 
iowed what might be called its natural sleep (regular dormant period), 
it soon becomes diseased and dies. Florists force plants into insemnia, 
sell the flowers and then throw the plants away. Sometimes an expert 
can take these insomniac plants and cure them, as it were, by giving 
them rest and food. Usually. if they have been kept at work without resi 
in order to force them to bloom, they are too much weakened to recover. 
The action of chloroform in stimulating them instead of putting’ them to 
sleep is not yet explained. | m

S candy is made by the shipload for selling to other countries, a 
A modern American candy_ factory described in the American Ex- 
porter, has a “battery of kettles.” Six or seven kettles form 2 
battery, with three men to work it. Wach kettle “has a capacity of 2000 
pounds,” so that three men working a battery of six kettles ought to 
turn out six tons of candy at one diseharge of the battery. 

. This modern machinery for making candy uses glucose instead of su- 
gar. Glucose is made from starch, which in turn is made from corn. Six 
tons of candy would clear a large corn field at one discharge of such a 
candy battery as is descrfied. 

The ghicose candy is as healthy as any Other. Those who eat candy 
are eating carbon (charcoal) in large quantities to the pound. How healthy 
it may be, depends altogether on how much or how little carbon they 
need at a given time. Piling carbon into the body may make heat as fast 
as it does in a firepplace or furnace. The Hsakimos, who are said by Dr. 
Cook ‘to have the “sweetest tooth of any people on earth,” need all the 
heat they can get and crave candy without knowing its chemistry. The 
amount cf carbon in a barrel of gum drops administered to them bY 
explorers trying to reach the pole, may explain why they like it as well 
as they do seal blubber, which also is very rich ‘in carbon. . 
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CCORDING to the calculations published in Popular Astronomy by 
A Prof. Pickering, the earth muy be struck by a comet or some

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How Industrial Peace Is Main- 
tained in Canada 


ANADA has found the best way to prevent industrial warfare, in the 

C opinion of Charlies W. EHot, emeritus professor in Harvard Uni- 

versity. Its plan is incorporated in an act for the maintenance of 

industrial peace in all public utilities, Je luding coal mines. This law was 

passed March 22, 1907, and Dr. Eliot, writing in McClure's Magazine, says 

that it has prevented strikes in all but two of the 55 labor disputes in which 
it has been called into action. 

The distinguishing feature of the law is that it is not a compulsory 
arbitration, act, It merely compels ® postponement of the strike or lock- 
out in any public utilify until after investigation by a commission under 
the ‘direction of the Minister of Labor, When a dispute occurs between 
employer and employes, either side may apply for a board of investigation 
and there can then be no cessaticn of work until the board has reported.

In six caves where boards were asked the disputes were settled before 
the boards got to work. In all but two of the 49 cases peace resulted from 
the findings and recommendations of the boards.

If either side fails to select its 
member, the Minister of Labor fills such vacancy, and if the two mem-

Further back than 15 years ago tke conditions 
at the City Poorhouse and the Insane Asylum 
were a disgrace to a community professing civ- 
ilization. In spite of the protests of humanita- 
rians and the demands that they be -bettered, 
nothing was done. 

Grand jury after grand jury all through these 
years has pointed the finger of reproach at these 
institutions and urged prompt, humane relief. 
Newspapers, preacher politicians, civic agitators 
and reformers have thundered against the public 
€ 4 official apathy that made no move to give 
the city’s poor wards Wecent housing and its 
pauper insane proper quakters and medical treat- 
ment. 

One would think that thi 
to arouse the dormant public conscience. 
what happened? 

After more than a decade of agication, in June, 
1906, the people voted $1,000,000 to build such 
additions to the Insane Asylum as would relieve 
the congestion of insane at the Poorhouse. The 
bonds were sold and the money was ready to be 
spent. . 

For three years the pauper insane continued to 
crowd the city almshouse, depriving the poor of. 
their quarters and herding them into dangerous 
temporary wooden’ sheds while the money waited 
to be spent for the purpose for which the people 
had voted it. 

It was not until one year ago, October, 1908, 
that work was begun on the two wings of the 
Insane Asylum. Progress in the coustruction of 
‘these buildings has been so slow chat 50 per cent 
of the time alloted for their building. has passed 
and only 30 per cent of the work has been done. 
They were to have been finished next April, It 
is not likely that they will be ready for occupancy 
until a year fvom this time, while the paupers and 
insane will continue to be herded together under 
conditions that have made many St. Louisans 
blush with shame, 

Ih the meantime the city of St. Louis has erect- 
ed, within the years since the people voted the. 
money to build additional asylum room, 20 school 
buildings, at a cost of more than $4,000,000. Also, 
In the downtown section of St. Louis, private eh- 
terprise has erected a group of skyscraper build- 
ings, the finest of their kind in‘ the country, at

still further congested condition. 

The conditions under which the imbeciles and 
the utterly lost mentally are treated is entirely 
inadequate, and it is in the Poorhouse where the 
worst cases are confined, both as to total im- 
becility and to violence. 

These conditions are in no wise the fault of 
Supt. Anderson of the Poorhouse or Supt. Dr. 
Atxins of the Asylum, who, in spite of the tre- 
mendcus odds against which they are fighting, 
keep their institutions in a cleanly condition anc 
as nearly sanitary as the buildings permit. 

But through it all the sane paupers are the ones 
who suffer most. It if were not necessary to 
crowd so many insane into the Poorhouse there 
would not be the need to house from one hun- 
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Seer.

._poor kinsfolk of its citizens are compelled to live 
in close communication with the pauper insane, 
imbeciies and worse. : 

In the Poorhouse there are no .eans of giving 
the insane the modern. and rational sanitary 
treatment necessary to the sick of mind. They 
are herded in halis and in small rooms which are 

Rhockingly overcrowded. etimes ten or a 
tHiozen men, white and black, are compelled to 
sleep in rooms in which there is not room for 
more than four at the most, on cots between 
which there is not more than an inch of space. 
"These rooms are ventilated by one and sometimes

During the day when the weather permits, the 
men and women insane are aliowed to sit on 
barred galleries in view and in close touch with 
the sane paupers, as conditions forbid permitting 
them to go on to the grounds, as at the Insane 
Asylum, and which is considered a part of the.

- ‘The wards for the female insane are larger, 
‘Cleaner and lighter than those for the men, but 
they also are without the proper asylum treat- 
ment, and thelr quarters are only a makeshift.

dred and fifty to two nunarea ana 
old men in ‘‘The Barracks.” 

This building is a long, low, narrow shed, into 
which almost three hundred iron cots have been 
crowded in three rows. It 1s as inflammable as 
a box of brimstone and has three narrow doors 
for exit. In the event of a fire in the night it is 
quite probable that there would be a shocking 
loss of life. An equal number of able bodied 
young men would find it a ‘ifficult matter to 
escape from the building the event of a 
panic. 

The only modern and thoroughly equipped 
buildings in the institution are the kitchen and 
& small hospital. The main buildings are be- 
ing gradually put in a fireproof condition by tear- 
Ing out the wooden joists and floors and sub- 
stituting reinferced concrete. 

The honds io :aise money to pay for additions 
to the Insane Asylum were voted by the people in 
the spring of 1906. In June,, 1906, the bill av- 
thorizing the appropriation was passed by the 
Municipal Assembly. Work on the buildings wus 
begun Oct. 6, 1908 : 

After the additions to the Insane Asylum have 
been made and the city’s insane have been trans- 
ferred to it from the Poorhouse and from the

State asylums at Fulton, Nevada and Farmin on, 


where part of ihe surplus of the St. Lonis insane

The dilatory methods pursued by the ctty gov-

because the urgency of the case was not called to 
the attention of the officials whose duty it was to 
begin and hasten the work. 

The grand jury of February, 1905, of which E. 
H. Coffin was foreman, returned the following re- 
port on conditions at the VUity Poorhouse: 

“We (the grand jury) found the Poorhouse to 
be very much overcrowded, there being 1450 pa- 
tients, of which 875 are insane, 575 paupers and 
110 employes, in quarters originally i uilt to house 
at most 1000 patients. We wish to call particular 
attention to a one-story frame structure known 
as ‘The Barracks,’ which is in very poor condl- 
tion. This building is about thirty feet wide by 


about one hundred and fifty cee long, witnout 
partitions, and shelters riore than three hundred 
paupers. The beds are set so close together that 
in many instances it is necessary for the in- 
mates to climb over the beds of others in order 
to reach their own, We. also found a cramped 
condition in the buildings proper. From ten to 
fourteen patients, some colorea, being quartered 
in rooms 14 by -20 feet !n diameter.” 

The April grand jury o that same year. James 
D. Streett, foreman. Says: 

“We found the Poorhouse to be more of an 
asylum for the insane than -n almshouse.

a-battle of flowers, one of those delightful and 





‘magnificent spectacles which the Latifs carry out 
“more successfully than any other peoples. It 


was a fete indeed; a day of carefree enjoyment 
and wonderful beauty; but the predominatt 
thought on all sides was for the beauty contest of 
the morrow. 
One can easily imagine the various contestants 
ppeating on the streets and bei = cheered and 
pelted with flowers. by their partisans and adm}*- 


ers. Likewise it requires little imagination, know- 
ing the characteristics of the Spanish people anid 
the stage of political unrest in Spain at that mo- 
ment, to picture adherents of the Republican 
cause ins:illing into their followers the feeling 
that this contest was symbolic cf the issue be- 
tween the aristocrats and those of the middle 
stratum socially. 

Here was a condition which touched the two 
predominant chords of the fiery Spaniard’s heart 
—politics and women. Given, then, the belief that 
politics would color and probably decide the hon- 
or of being named “Queen of Becuty” and the ad- 
herents of the two chief rivals were easily incited 
into something approaching a frenzy of parti- 
sanship. This was the condition on the day of 
the “battle of flowers” in the streets of Valencia. 

Next day came the voting and the counting of 
votes and the award of prizes. The daughter of 
aristocracy won. The sister of a marquis was 
crowned “Queen of Beauty;” the “Republicana’ 
was given a secondary consideration. True, she 


had scored high and won a prize, but one of the 
“classes” had been given precedence—and who 
could say whether fairly or otherwise? How easy 
to bélieve that political influence had been 
brought to bear on the issue! How éasy for the 
radicals of the Republican and Socialistic groups 
to convince themselves that the decision was un- 
fair! And the propagandists of anarchy, xo 
numerous in that section of Spain and always 
watching for an opportunity to adroitly force class 
hatreds into an actual breach—what an oppor- 
tunity for them! Who can say what of conspiracy 
and intrigue entered into the discussion and strife 
which followed the’ award of the Crown of Beauty? 
Fast on the heels of the “‘Beauty Contest” came 
the reports from Morocco. Barcelona had al- 
ready broken into open rebellion-and disastrous 
riot, and Valencia smoldered. It needed only this 
insult to the cherished beauty of the Republicans 
to fan the coals into flame. How the flames 
came and the destruction they wrought is not even

HE making of a silk blouse is 
ay rendered all the more difficult, 

where the home dressmaker is 
concern:d by the fact that the seam 
to lie flat must be ironed, while a hot 
iron is only too apt to mark the silk 
indelibly. 

By far the best course_to pursue is 
that of passing the same in turn ove) 
the upturned edge of a warm iron, 
the latter being wedged firmly uw, 
the simple method of catching it se- 
curely in a half-closed drawer or be- 
tween a chair back and the table, un- 
less someone is at hand to hold it in 
the reverse position. 

With both hands the seam should 
be pulled taut and slowly passed ove: 
the iron, care beimg taken to avoid 
touching” more than the seam with 
the point or side, and thereby mark- 
ing the material underneath.

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ERK is the Government recipe 
H for cleaning brass. It is used 
in all the United States arse- 
nals and is said to be the best in the 
world. This is the recipe: One quart 
of common nitric acid to one-half 
quart of sulphuric acid. Keep the mix- 
ture in a stone jar, Raving ready a 
pailful of fresh water and a box full 
of sawdust. 
Articles to be sleanel must first 
be dipped in the acid mixture, then 
into the water and dried with saw- 
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dust. This process of cleaning will 
change the brass immediately to a 
brilliant color. If the metal is greasy. 
as candlesticks would be, dip first in 
a strong solution of potash and soda 
in warm weather. This cuts. the 
grease and permits the acid to work. 
This Method of cleaning brass is en- 
tirely harmless nd is very satisfac- 
tory.

HE women who are troubled with 

T insomnia are few. Those. who 
are troubled with the desire to 

sleep overtime are legion. ¢ 

The sleepyheads insist that we are 
obeying the law of Nature when we 
satisfy the longing for just that lLit- 
tle nap, which always prolongs itself 
into an hour or so. Yet those who 
make a study of the human body, the 
brain and its needs, insist that we 
stultify our energies by needless 
wiccp’ that it is quite unnecessary for 
us to believe that our health depends 
on getting all the sleep we want. 

No two persons are alike in this 
matter of sleep and each must, to a 
rertain extent, make the laws, or re- 
spect the laws which govérn her espe- 
cial case. 

But, granting, this, there is such a 
thing as self-indulgence being mis- 
taken for the law of Nature. Just why 
it is an effort to get up in the morn- 
ing it would take a specialist to de- 
bate; but it Is a fact. 

The thing to do is to get up, 
whether ene wants to argue the ques- 
tion or not. it ss not healthy to 
sleep through the morning hours, and 
only illness should salve one’s con- 
science when eating breakfast 1n bed. 

It is better to go -o.bed at 10 o’clock 
every night and arise at 7 in the 
morning than to retire at midnight 
and get up at 9 o’clock or later. 

If a woman persuades herself that 
it ils necessary for her to sleep until 
10 o'clock in the morning she should 
look back on the day and realize how 
stampeded by work she was because 
she began so late. 

Her waking hours are a mad rush 
from noon until bedtime. She is so 
tired when it is over that her extra 
two hours of “pandering to Nature” 
has harmed more than helped her 
health. 

Every doctor who studies nerves 
and their influence over the mind 
will advise a woman to take eight or 
nine hours’ sleep every night, no long- 
er,,and ‘compel herself to get up at 
the end of that time. To offset any 
sleepiness she should sleep for half 
an hour in the afternoon. / 

The best time is about 4 o'clock, 
and if the afternoon is a strenuous 
time with her) then she can take her 
nap before dinner. This will refresh 
and give her an appetite. 

If too much sleep deadens one, re- 
member that too little sleep ages one 
as nothing else does but continued. 
ill-health. Trying to get along on. 
six hours sleep or less takes 10 years 
off a woman’s life in looks, just at 
the age she needs most to look young. 

It throws her digestion out of tune, 
dulls her perceptions and makes her 
ill-tempered and moody. 

The problem of the right amount 
of sleep is therefore vital. It is one 
of the ruling moral as well as physi-
